Custard Cranberry Ice. 


Two things inspired the experiment 
which gave us a pretty little cran- 
berry frozen product. One was the 
idea that the cranberry is always 
worth while with the Christmas dinner 
meat, no matter whether it is turkey 
or goose or pork. A second thing was 
that we had some lemons that were 
perishing, and a cup of cranberry pre- 
serve or what we might call an extra 
sweet cranberry sauce. 


The ingredients usead were one ta- 
blespoon of gelatin, two tablespoons of 
water, three eggs, three-fourths of a 
cup of confectioner’s sugar, one cup 
of milk, the juice of three lemons, one 
cup of strained cranberry sauce. 

Method: Soak the gelatin in the 
two tablespoons of water. Beat the 
yolks of the eggs until they are thick, 
add the sugar to them, and beat until | 
the mixture will forra a ribbon. Have | 
the milk scalded, and stir and dissolve | 
the gelatin fn it. Pour this over the | 
egg “yolks, and cook until the custard | 
will coat a spoon. Gradually add the 
lemon juice, beating constantly to pre- | 
vent curdling. Add then the strained | 
cranberry sauce, fold in the egg 
whites, pour it into a mold, and pack | 
like a mousse. This may separate | 
slightly in freezing without the beat- | 
ing, but having it of two shades really « 
adds to its. attractiveness, the top | 
being much lighter and more opaque 


than the

This amount will amply serve four 
persons, and may be made to go mych 
further by using smal) glasses. 
Formerly cranberry ices or sherbets 
were flavored with clafet; and today 
there are ways of getting a-wine flavor 
if we consider it indispensable, but it 
is certainly equally refreshing after 
we have partaken of a meat with a 
fat gravy, if ft is as plain as tan be. 
When thus served it takes only a few 
teaspoons of it to satisfy the eater and 
‘prepare him for the next course.

Gevernment final estimate on the 
1925 yield of grains showed sensational 
reductions in the returns on corn and 
wheat. as compared with the pre- 
iminary returns. 

A total wheat crop of 669,000,000 bu 
wag indicated, or 28,000,000 bu less than 
the preliminary returns, and compared 
with 862,000,000 bu harvested last year, 
the figures on the 1924 crop being re- 
vised downward by 11,000,000 bu. 

On the basis of domestic requirements 
of 630,000,000 bu and after allowing for 
50,000,000 bu exported to Dec. 1, the sta- 
tistics suggest that the United States has 
already cut into the carryover from last 
year by around 15,000,000 bu. 

Need to Import Likely. 

Unless the carryover at the end of the 
1925-"26 season is further reduced it is 
expected that wheat will have to be im- 
ported: from Canada for domestic con- 
sumption despite the duty of 42c per bu
